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Victoria, for ever the peevish 
child of Australian soccer, once again got 
its way in the ill-fated Australia Cup. 


Meanwhile the Sydney clubs, 
as was to be expected, got 
the usual raw deal from the 
ASF. 

Apparently it pays to throw 
a tantrum in Australian soc- 
cer — and the more you are 
willing to be fair and equit- 
able, the moré this is taken 
for a sign of weakness. 

Highlights of the Australia 
Cup which puts Sydney clubs 
to a great disadvantage are: 

@ The Cup will begin on 
the weekend of October 7/8, 
two weeks after the Sydney 
grand final, because the rest 
of Australia must wait for the 
Victorians to conclude their 
own quaint little Dockerty 
Cup. 

The fact that the Sydney 
teams will be idle during that 


‘period doesn’t seem to matter. 


@ The final is tentatively 
set down for Melbourne, 


~-sheuld-a team: from Sydney 


and Melbourne qualify for it. 

And the way the draw has 
been made, keeping Sydney 
clubs away from their Mel- 
bourne rivals, it is almost cer- 
tain that a Melbourne team 
will reach the final. 

@ The Cup draw makes 
no provision for home-and- 
away matches, not even in the 
final. 

This proved to be highly 
successful in the past — so 
it had to be changed, obvious- 
ly because of a shortage of 
time. 


@ DETAILS 


The 16 competing teams 
have been split into two zones 
—East and West. 

The Eastern zone will com- 
prise of four Sydney clubs, 
who will be seeded in the 
order they finish the premier- 
ship, two from Newcastle and 
one apiece from the ACT and 
Queensland. 

The Western zone will in- 
clude four Melbourne clubs, 


two South Australians and 
one each from Western Aust- 
talia and Tasmania. 

The first round draw is: 
Eastern: Sydney 1 y. ACT, 
Sydney 2 y. Sydney 4 (double- 
header in Sydney); Newcastle 
2 v. Sydney 3 (in Newcastle}; 
Queensland vy. Newcastle 1 in 
Brisbane. 

Western: Vic. 1 v. Tasmania 
(Gn Melbourne); SA 2 v. Vic. 
3 (at Adelaide); Vic. 2 y. Vic. 
4 in Melbourne and SA 1 y. 
WA in Adelaide. 

Neither the quarterfinals nor 
the semifinals, scheduled for 
October 15 and 22, will be 
“integrated”. 

In other words, teams from 
the Eastern and Western zon- 
es cannot possibly meet until 
the final. 

To ensure that Victoria and 
NSW do not proyide all eignt 
quarterfinalists, the second and 
fourth Sydney and Melbourne 
“seeds” will meet each other 
in the first round. 


Why the second seeded Syd- 
ney and Victorian teams 
should have much tougher 
first round matches than the 
team they preceded in their 
local competition is one of 
the mysteries of the draw and 
makes a mockery of the seed- 
ings. 

And just as alleereall is the 
fact that the lucky No. 3 seed 
doesn’t even have to play the 
top Newcastle and Adelaide 
side, but the runner-up... 

In the event of a drawn 
result after 90 minutes, two 
extra periods of 1C minutes 
each will be played. 

In the event of the score 
still being tied, another five 
minutes each way will be 
played. 

Should the game still be tied 
after 130 minutes, the toss of 
a coin will decide the winner, 
and not five penalties as -in 
previous years.

The alarming decline in Sydney soccer attendances of the previous four 
seasons has been temporarily arrested. 


The increased attendances, 
however, are so slight that 
there is no reason for much 
optimism. 

There is certainly no cause 
for rejoicing, and talk, in 
some sections of the daily 
Press, of ‘vastly improved 
crowds” is wishful thinking as 
the following facts and fig- 
ures — which never lie — 
will. prove. 


After 17 premiership rounds 
the average weekly attendance 
at First Division games is 
only 260 more than last year. 

The competition has attract- 
ed 233,000 spectators to date. 


This represents a weekly 
aggregate average of 13,705 
spectators. 


In 1966 the average weekly 
attendance for the entire com- 
petition was 13,445, the total 
18-round series attracting 
245,000 people. 

This year, after 17 rounds, 
and with five rounds remain- 
ing, we are only 12,000 spect- 
ators short of last season’s 
total.

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The picture, however, is not 
as rosy at it would appear as 
the 1967 league is a 12-team 
competition and only the 
weekly average attendance 
presents the true crowd 
picture. 


The truth is that despite the 
addition of three teams — 
Polonia, Melita Eagles and 
Canterbury — all of which 
enjoy considerably more sup- 
port than Corinthians last 
season, there has only been a 
meagre weekly increase of 260 
people at First Division games 
this year. 


The drift away from ino 
soccer, thus, has gone on un- 
abated this season. 


If soccer had retained the 
loyalty of all the fans who 
attended matches in 1966, this 
year’s weekly attendances 
should be around the 15,000 
mark as the combined support 
of Polonia, Canterbury and 
Melita Eagles must be estim- 
ated, conservatively, at 1,600. 

This is the breakdown of 
the attendances the First Div- 
ision teams attracted in the 17 
competiton rounds which have 
been played:

plugging for the appointment of a world class 
national coach and I agree with him that the 
first requirement is that for an outstanding direct- 
or of coaching, combining this with being in 
charge of the national team. 


In more advanced soccer 
countries, there are two men 
for these twe jobs. 

It is agreed among experts 
that = Walter Winterbottom’s 
years as the FA’s Director of 
Coaching were of paramount 
importance for England reach- 
ing the top again. 

The players who won the 
World Cup were the products 
of Winterbottom’s national 
coaching scheme. 

At first, I would see no 
need to advertise world-wide 
for our position. 

Recommendations by FIFA 
and its Technical Committee 
could simplify this in every 
respect. 

This TC, incidentally, is 
headed by Walter Winter- 
bottom who, while unavailable 
himself for such an appoint- 
ment, is a friend of Australian 
soccer. 

Before our encounters with 
North Korea, the ASF invited 
Dettmar Cramer who, as 
assistant coach to the West 
German national team, had to 
decline. 

In the opinion of Sir Stan- 
ley Rous and Walter Winter- 
bottom, Australia couldn't 
get a more qualified and ded- 
icated man than Cramer. 

The suggestion is therefore 
for the ASF to start negotiat- 
ing with Cramer, either by in- 
viling him here or by the 
ASF delegate meeting him at 
the Merdeka tournament in 
August. 

On the matter of remuner- 
ation it will be essential for 


some of our administrators to 
adopt:a broader view. 

There are only a handful of 
such outstanding men avail- 
able to take on such a gigan- 
tic job and any of these can 
just about write his own 
ticket — the same as a world 
famous scientist or business 
executive. 

And Cramer is available 
now, his assignment in Asia 
soon coming to an end. 

One Sydney soccer writer 
tecently implied that $150 
weekly should be offered. 

‘There are hundreds of 
club coaches the world over 
who: get paid twice as much. 

And I am not even speak- 
ing of the Herreras, Schwarz- 
es, Munozes, Busbys and 
others, just the many First 
Division clubs in Europe and 
South America. 

If the ASF does make an 
appointment, I feel it should 
be for an absolute minimum 
of two years. 

The main aim should be to 
create better coaching methods 
on all levels, leading to an 
ever increasing number of 
full-time coaches. 


I am certain that if the 


ASF showed the necessary in-: 


telligence and daring in the 
appointment of a national 
director of coaching, they 
would be well equipped to 
obtain FIFA’s appreciable 


financial contribution towards 
either the coach’s remumner- 
ation or the substantial cost of 
a national coaching scheme.

Austria’s turbulent season 


The recent Austrian First Division competition, 
won on goal-average by Rapid from the provincial 
Wacker Innsbruck, was the roughest, most turb- 
ulent on record. In 182 championship matches, 
26 players were sent off and 122 cautioned. Of 
the 68 penalties awarded throughout the champ- 
ionship, 42 were for “dangerous play” and only 
23 for “hands”. Toughest Austrian referee was 
Herr Linnemayer. He awarded seven penalties 
and sent eight players off. 


Flies to 


Did Celtic win — 
or did Inter lose? 


== ERIC BATLY in “Soccens Stat> —— 


Since the decline of Real Madrid and Benfica, 
world soccer standards have slumped miserably, and 
after five years of following the defensive game, with 
its tough tackling and tight marking, it seems clear 
to me that the entire game is worshipping false idols. 


Since Helenio Herrera first steered Internazionale 
into the international elite countless clubs and coaches 
have become convinced that the Inter style is the 
only game that will pay. 

I, too, advocated that everyone should follow 
Inter, believing as I did that Herrera would show 
us all what followed catenaccio. 

I do not apologise for having boosted Inter, and 
am still convinced that they were showing us the way 
back to sanity and a game balanced between defence 
and attack — though most people failed to see it. 

The position of Inter and HH was similar to 
that of Arsenal and Herbert Chapman in the years 
which followed the change in the off-side law. 

The game needed an example then, when every- 
one switched to the specialised Arsenal game and we 
need a similar example now. 

Tragically for football, Chapman died before 
he could foilow up his highly original developments, 
leaving everyone wondering just what he would have 
shown us next ... had he lived. 

Just as much a tragedy for football . . . Inter 
died just when we needed a really exciting version 
of the modern counter-attacking game, and if we 
must criticise Herrera, it should not be for having 
gone defensive at a time when the whole of Italy 
and most of Europe was committed to defence, but 
because he failed to show us the way out! 

The majority of people who follow football 
were delighted at the success of Celtic, believing as 
they do that Celtic were an attacking team which 
triumphed over the masters of defence. 

In every European language such words have been 
plastered over the headlines — and it all adds up 
to nothing. : 

Had Celtic scored the vital early goal against 
Inter AND CONTINUED TO ATTACK, it would 
have been another matter entirely. 

They did not, and on these grounds alone I 
cannot understand anyone claiming that Celtic are an 
attacking team. 

Against Inter, Celtic found themselves a goal 
down and responded by hitting back, 

Producing great determination which at times 
bordered on desperation, they struck back with every- 
thing they had. 

This is the critical factor as I see it. — Celtic 
were allowed to throw everyone bar goalkeeper 
Simpson up, because Inter made it perféctly plain 
that-they-were-sot_locking for a second goal. c 

Had Inter counter-attacked with~ real purpose, 
then Celtic would have been afraid to commit them- 
selves entirely to attack. . ‘ 

They would have been forced to.keep enough 
men back to secure themselves against a second goal 
that would have ended their hopes. ; 

We shall never know for sure whether Inter 
played the way HH designed the game or whether 
the players were unable or unwilling to play the game 
Herrera laid out for them. 

I would hope for the sake of Herrera and his 
future that it was the players and not his planning 
which allowed Celtic to get on top and stay there. 

Summing up, it is my view — and one commonly 
held on the Continent — that the failure of Inter 
contributed more to Celtic’s victory than anything 
the Scots did themselves!
